Either tin* majority are 
in favor of Bolshevism, or else som e 
other argument than farce is used to 
convert ‘hem. 
For many years the socialists of 
t’entral Europe and tho a n a rch ists 
nihilists, or what you will 
of Russia 
have been seething in revolt against 
existing conditions. 
They have been 
told by the half-bakoj apostles of so­

Some men will come back wearing 
medals of honor, war crosses or other 
m arks of distinction. 
This is their 
rigiit. for they won their decorations. 
But there ave heroes who have never 
left the homeland, who are deserving 
of recognition of the fact th at they 
w ere ready to go where ordered, 
It is not the duty of th e soldier to 
say where he shall be sent. 
He mere­ 
ly has to obey orders and go or stay, 
as the superior 
officers see fit 
to 
command. 
Some of the more im portunate se­ 
cured 
transfers 
to 
organizations 
which were going across, while many 
others were refused the transfer, be­ 
ing told that 
they would get 
their 
chance later on. 
In fact, the ending

The L egislature by general 
laws shall reasonably license and r e ­ 
gulate the sale and keeping for sale 
of vinous, m alt, brew ed or ferm ented 
liquors; provided, however, th at the 
electors of each city, village, or town­ 
ship forever shall h av e the right to
